During the above Interview, WISHUHSH advised that ho’ was tom 
5/2/10 at Warsaw, Poland, which since 1940 hae boon a port of Eyierussle* 
He said that when he was four years old ho coved with his fatally to 
a snail community known as Hicckiovieo, Poland, which was approgtotaly - 
30 kilometers from tho Russian border, then bordering on Poland* * « .* 

The community of Hlcckiewico was actually a suburb or a part of tho 
community pf Klcck, Poland* He said that ha haaalned In the Clock «m 
up until about 1934 and that he received a fifth grade education 'la that • 
city in his youth. * s » 

From 1934 to 1936, he sorved aa a private in the Pollah 
Amy ts n cook* In 1936, ho was discharged from the Polish Any and * * 

cooo^rxcd employment as n civilian cook In a Pollah Any Officers Vmssp 
st the City of Stvlpcc, Poland, and remained there until the end of * - t 
1937. At that tlmo, he returned to Klcck and' remained there until ijbrch, 
1939 where he was again employed aa a civilian cook In tha Any officers' 
ness in Klock. * * 

„ On Hay 3, 1939, he was drafted into tha Polish Any and oorrod 

ns a cook in charge of a Polish Any kltehAn act Hock, PbXaad* In 
September, 1939, when World War XI co mmen ce d, ho fled from Sleek to 
Gdynia, Poland, where ho remained for approximately throe months* 
Thereafter, he relumed to Baronovicz, which was then or about to 
portion of Qylerussla.
